J. S. Campbell, sec­ 
retary o f the Commercial Telegraph­ 
ers’ Union of America, said a report 
of the exact number of the men out 
in the United States would be made 
today. 
Fully 4,000 keymcn are expected 
to go out in Chicago alone, Campbell 
said. 
One hundred percent, o f the 
W estern Union working force report­ 
ed for duty today, according to the 
Chicago chief operator.

BANKERS BEFORE COMMITTEE 


Senators Hear Opinions During In­ 


vestigation of Peace 


Treaty “ Leak.”

Washington, June l l — The money 
resources of the United States must 
be pooled and poured into Europe to 
rebuild it and the United States gov­ 
ernment must cooperate with Am eri­ 
can bankers and European govern­ 
ment in mobolizing American dollars 
to bel]) the old world. 
Three international bankers— J. P. 
Alorgan, Jam es 
A. 
Vanderlip 
and 
Henry P. Davison— told the senate 
foreign relations committee why W all 
afreet 
has 
been interested 
in 
the 
peace treaty and the league of na­ 
tions. 
From these witnesses 
and from 
Eli ha Root the committee drew* the 
following statement in its investi­ 
gation 
of the “ leak” whereby 
the; 
treaty got into the hands of New; 
York while it was denied to the sen­ 
ate. 
Root stated that he got a copy of 
the treaty two weeks ago from D avi­ 
son; that he felt he had a right to it 
because it had been made public bv 
Germany and therefore was “ public 
property.” 
Davison: That he got his copy Alay 
9, from Thomas Lamont, partner in 
Alorgan 
and Company, and 
expert 
adviser to American mission in Paris; 
that his primary interest in it was 
as 
the 
head 
of the 
international 
league of Red 
Cross 
societies but 
that he was also deeply interested in 
it as an international banker. 
That 
the I nited States must coordinate its 
money resources for the relief of I 
Europe. 
Morgan: 
That American money; 
must 
be pointed into Europe until 
normal production has been restored 
and thereby protecting and guaran­ 
teeing market for American goods. 
Yanderlirp: 
That the government 
should sanction and aid the grouping 
of American banks to finance the old 
world except of course Russia. 
All 
emphasized that the 
United 
States must commit itself to guaran­ 
tee European welfare for years to 
come. 
Both Alorgan and Vanderlip) 
denied having seen the treaty but ac­ 
knowledged the interest in its financ­ 
ial clauses. 
Vanderlip caused a sensation when 
he said there was a strong sentiment 
in English and French circles that 
the United States ought never to ex­ 
pect repayment from tbo.-e countries 
of the billions loaned them. 
That 
money, Vanderlip said, is regarded in 
those countries as part of America’s 
financial share of the war’s burden 
because of this country’s late en­ 
trance into the war.
